Mountain Yields 21 Bodies 


All Aboard Liner 
Are Found Dead 


SAN DIEGO, Calif., March 3—(AP)—AII persons aboard 
an American Airlines flagship, listed by the air line as 27, 
including three Georgians, were killed when the transport 
crashed into the side of a rugged mountain peak 45 miles 
east of here Sunday, Sheriff Bert Strand reported.

Whitley said his daughter, who 
attended Hoke Smith Junior High 
school here and later AMunter Col- 
lege in New York, had boarded 
a plane bound for California to 
visit an aunt, Mrs. Fred Gleim, in 
Los Angeles. 

He said he had had no word 
that Miss Whitley might have met 
with mishap.

A bulldozer was put into service 
as darkness fell to clear a road 
from highway 80 up the steep 
slope. It was planned to bring 
the bodies out this way. 

The airliner first was sighted 
by a Coast Guard plane piloted by 
Cmdr. D. D. MacDiarmid. Mac- 
Diarmid said the twin-engined 
DC-3 had hit a 6,000-foot peak at 
the 4,500-foot level. 

Cmdr. Max Black, Eleventh 
Naval District air control officer, 
said the area was covered by 
heavy fog which, coupled with 
high wind, had turned back eight

The main building contains pri- 
vate rooms for 30 patients and is 
furnished throughout with the 
most modern type of furniture and 
bears the resemblance of a resort 
hotel rather than a hospital. When 
completed the annex will contain 
20 additional private rooms and a 
large recreation hall. 

The recreation hall will provide 
patients with games and other re- 
laxing diversions and also will 
serve as a clinic for occupational 
therapy, Dr. Owensby said. 

The hospital is staffed by two 
attending physicians and a corps 
of nurses and orderlies and, in ad- 
dition, maintains 40 consultants to 
Dr. Owensby, including many of 
Atlanta’s leading physicians and 
surgeons, representing every phase 
of medical science. 

In discussing the hospital and 
its work, Dr. Owensby said that 
most patients responded to one of 
the various types of shock treat- 
ment employed in an average of 
60-days and for that reason there 
are no permanent patients. He also 
said that no drug addicts, alcohol- 
ics or extreme mental cases were 
accepted for treatment. 

Located on a hill overlooking 
the town and with a commanding 
view of Stone Mountain to the 
front, the main building now has 
added another chapter to an al- 
ready colorful history. 

Built more than a half-century 
ago as the King’s Hotel, it served 
for Many years as an overnight 
stop and week-end retreat for 
view the 
mountain. Travel then was mostly 
by railroad, as the condition of 
roads and distance made such a 
trip by horse and buggy impracti- 


ical, During those days the hotel

flourished. 

With the advent of the automo- 
bile, however, the hotel reached 
its declining years and eventually 
was closed. 

After standing idle for some 
years it was finally opened:by Col. 
Sandy Beaver, now president of 
Riverside Military Academy, in 
Gainesville, as a boys’ school. It 
was then that the second building 
was added and it served as class- 
rooms and gymnasium, 

The school, too, eventually 
closed and the buildings remained 
vacant until shortly before World 
War I when it was converted into 
a sanatorium and, later, into a 
home for aged persons. At the 
time Dr. Owensby purchased the 
buildings in 1943 they ‘were once 
again vacant.

WASHINGTON, March 3. — 
(UP)—Six congressional Demo- 
crats joined 10 Republicans Sun- 
day night in a demand that gov- 
ernment spending be cut sharply 
and that the fiscal 1947 budget be 
balanced, 

They issued a statement assert- 
ing that the government can no 
longer continue some of “its out- 
worn agencies nor the biggest 
public works program in our his- 
tory.” Deficit dollars, they said, 
will add to the inflationary pres- 
sures now pushing against the 
country, 

They called 1946 the “year of 
decision” and said it was the first 
time in 16 years that the people 
have had a chance to make a 
clean-cut. decision on the govern- 
ment’s spending policy. 

_ Rep, Eugene Cox, of Georgia, 
Signed the demand with several 
other southern Democrats. 

THE STATEMENT 

Their statement reads: 

“The following members of 
congress believe that the 1947 fed- 
eral budget, for the period begin- 
ning July 1, 1946, and ending 
June 30, 1947, should be balanced. 
This can be done. 

“We cannot afford to spend 
money we do not have. We can- 
not afford to continue war agen- 
cies overdue for demobilization, 
Or war functions of doubtful value 
in civil agenciés. The federal 
structure needs rebuilding for 
peace now, and from the ground 
up. We cannot afford, nor do we 
need at this time, in view of the 
widespread opportunities for em- 
ployment, such things as the big- 
gest public works program in our 
history, or a general government 
expenditure almost twice prewar 
1939. Every dollar we spend no: 
must be justified by overwhelm- 
ing proof of its need. 
SPENDING HIKES SHORTAGES 

“Every deficit dollar which the 
federal government spends adds 
to the inflationary pressure. Every 
foot of lumber, piece of pipe, yard 
of material which the federal gov- 
ernment buys unnecessarily in- 
creases the civilian shortage of 
such items. Every hour of un- 
needed manpower which the fed- 
eral government uses next year 
will be taken away from indus- 
try, will lengthen its struggle to 
bring production up to the level 
of demand. 

“Under such circumstances, we 
should not spend a penny for men 
and materials beyond our abso- 
lute needs. The proposed budget 
contains $11,800,000,000 of com- 
mitments and guarantees and $23.,- 
300,000,000 of other spending of 
which $17,000,000,000 appears now 
only as tentative estimates with- 
out detail. A determined congress, 
with citizen backing, can find the 
cuts needed for budget balancing 
among its items in that $23,300,- 
000,000. 

YEAR OF DECISION 

“This year has been called ‘the 
year of decision.’ For the first 
time in 16 years of budget def- 
the American people have 
a chance to make a clean-cut de- 
cision on the spending policy of 
their federal] government. 

“We urge members of congress 
and citizens who believe in a bal- 
anced budget to support now, 
every move to put the United 
States on a sound fiscal basis. 
Only if that is done, can our coun- 
try successfully discharge its ob- 
ligations.” 

The bloc is one of the most 
formidable organized in the pres- 
ent congress. It apparently marked 
a meeting of minds of bi-partisan 
economy advocates who wield con- 
siderable influence in both cham- 
bers. 

President Truman, in his Jan- 
uary budget message, held out lit- 
tle prospect of a balanced budget 
before fiscal 1948. But he said 
that economies under way or 
planned should save billions and 
he asked congressional support te 
that end.

U. G. Collins, an itinerant con- 
struction worker, was one of the 
jobless thousands, so he decided 
it would be a good time to re- 
turn to his native Fannin county. 
When he got there, he saw some 
one he liked and decided it would 
be a good time to get married. 
So he and his wife put up in a 
one-room affair on the shores of 
beautiful Blue Ridge lake. 

“When you have a wife and 
you’re in the hills and have noth- 
ing to do,” Collins recalls today. 
“T guess your pioneer blood be 
gins to show up.” 

So that’s what happened to Col- 
lins. 

JUST LIKE FOREFATHERS 

There was plenty of food in the 
mountains and in the streams, 
and timber was bountiful too. Col- 
lins figured he was no worse off 
than his forefathers who came 
here, wrested a living from the 
wilderness, and prospered. 

But it would be nice to have a 
home. He cut pines from the for- 
ests, split them in two, and built 
one. He cut 7,000 pine shingles for 
his roof. It was an attractive, com- 
fortable home; a 20th-century pi- 
oneer model. 

A home needed furniture and 
wood was still plentiful in the 
forests. There was oak and cherry 
and maple and walnut. Collins 
figured he could build furniture 
if anyone else could. And so he 
did. He built every piece of furni- 
ture a house needs. Built it with 
machinery he had rigged up from 
old washing machines and other 
odd mechanical relics. 

It was nice furniture. As good 
as any youll find in the stores, 
for Collins had copied from the 
best catalogues. 

That’s how Collins got into the 
furniture business. That’s how he 
became as independent as his fore- 
fathers. 

SPORTSMEN ORDER 

His quaint mountain home, with 
its grounds so aftractively land- 
scaped by Mrs. Collins, is only a 
short distance from Blue Ridge 
lake. Being a sportsman, Collins 
made many friends of sportsmen 
who come to the area to fish and 
Invariably, when they 
first visit his home and learn that 
its colonial style furnituré was 
built by him, they put in an order 
for a bedroom or dining room 
suite or some piece of furniture.

~ More Renters Face Eviction 
As Veterans Reclaim Homes 


By MARJORY SMITH. 
Atlanta’s uneasy renters, who shiver in their collective boots 
each time they glimpse a landlord—conscious of temporary luck in 
having a roof over their heads—have new cause for alarm. 


The Office of Price Administra- 
tion has strengthened a ruling that 
tenants who refuse to sign leases 
identical to expiring ones will lose 
the protection of OPA against 
eviction. 

This and four other changes in 
rent control regulations were or- 
dered into effect last week to 
meet the reconversion housing sit- 
uation, the regional OPA was in- 
formed by Washington. 

The new eviction regulation per- 
mits landlords to require that 
rental. leases be renewed for the 
same period as the old ones, even 
though it may be for more than 
a year. Tenants who refuse to 
sign will get no help from the 
OPA in fighting eviction. 

According to OPA’s area rent 
director, Jim Taylor, the new rul- 
ing means only an added “drop in 
the bucket” of city evictions, cur- 
rently mushrooming to the alarm 
of hapless tenants turned out with 
the old complaint of “nowhere 
to go.” ; 

Landlords’ petitions resulting in 
evictions have been on a substan- 
tial increase in Atlanta for the 
past three months, Taylor 
ported. 


As an example, 600 such peti- | 
tions were filed here in February | 


—as contrasted with a monthly av- 
erage of 300 six months ago. 


“Almost doubled evictions re- 
flect the impact of returning vet- 
erans on an already notoriously 
congested housing situation,” OPA 
officials explain. 

Under the GI bill, World War II 
veterans can buy houses already 
constructed, with the aid of the 
government, on monthly payments 
not much higher than today’s 
rents, Taylor cites. Such purchases 
account for many pending evic- 
tions. 

Others are the result of home 
owners selling to commercial rent- 
ers, turning private homes into 
doctors’ clinics, 
etc. Only six months’ notice to 
tenants is required here, and OPA 


has no jurisdiction over commer: | 


cial rents,

3. The National Housing Agency 
is authorized to adjust ceilings on 
housing units built with priorities 
assistance granted before Oct. 15, 
1945, but not occupied until after 
that date. 

4. Housing built and owned by 
the federal government, when sold 
to private interests, must be regis- 
tered by units within 30 days aft- 
er the sale.

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The South and the Loan to Britain 


From the staid, factual but always 
intelligent facade of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Atlanta, comes one of the most 
impressive arguments in behalf of the loan 
to Britain that has been presented. 

-It is not an argument in behalf of the 
loan per se. It is a wholly factual bit of 
reasoning exposing that if southern con- 
gressional representatives should aid in de- 
feating the loan to Britain they will be 
doing the south a very great disservice, an 
act commonly called “cutting off one’s 
nose to spite one’s face.” It should be said 
in haste that the Federal Reserve Bank 
statement quite naturally does not mention 
congressmen or politics, but it does em- 
phatically reveal the south’s need for the 
loan to be made. 

The south has, as the article reveals, a 
larger stake in foreign trade than any 
other region. Savs the economist, Charles 
T. Tavlor, who compiled the article: 


“One of the national problems pressing 
for solution is the restoration of free world 
The benefits to all 
parts of the nation as a whole, with the 
inclusive and resulting benefits to sixth 
district industry and agriculture, are rea- 
son enough for the restoration of world 
trade. But the south has a larger stake in 
foreign trade than other sections have, and 
it will probably continue to have one. 
Southern products have been to a large 
extent sold in world markets. In the last 
prewar year, 1938, for example, 5.6 mil- 
lion bales of cotton, or approximately 48 


trade on a high level. 


per cent of that year’s crop, were export- 


ed. Foreign sales are also important to to- 
bacco, citrus fruits and other sixth district 
crops and to southern industrial products. 


“Though temporary demands created 
by war-induced shortages will probably be 
sufficient to absorb many of the products 
of southern agriculture and industry in the 
immediate future, long-rarge plans that 
make no provision for the sale of such 
products abroad will result eventually in 
serious dislocations within the south. Res- 
toration and continuation of world trade 
may, in the long run, help to prevent a 
collapse after the boom. 

“There are indications that the expan- 
ion of foreign trade is being included in 
the long-range plans for the district’s eco- 
nomic development. Among plans recent- 
ly announced are those for the develop- 
ment of port facilities in Florida at Tampa, 
Jacksonville and Miami. In Georgia, plans 
for the development of port facilities at 
Brunswick and Savannah are being made 


and the Brunswick Port Authority has 
been created by Brunswick and Glynn 
county. The Alabama docks board has 
approved tentatively an expenditure of 
four million dollars to enlarge the Ala- 
bama state docks. Plans for Mobile to 
exceed its former important position as a 
shipping and ship-repair center are under 
way. In New Orleans the International 
Merchandise Mart, Inc., was recently or- 
ganized for the purpose of displaying and 
selling goods to foreign and domestic buy- 
ers. Other plans for the port of New Or- 
leans include the construction of new 
wharves and dock facilities as a step to- 
ward the achievement of a postwar trade 
of 800 to 900 million dollars annually. 
Plans for the development of international 
air routes from sixth district cities take 
into consideration not only passenger traf- 
fic but freight traffic. The plans for in- 
creased trade with South America are 
numerous.” 

Britain’s unique position as the world’s 
best customer and the strangling restric- 
tions of war and control on that nation 
are outlined in terms the layman can 
understand. Great Britain must export to 
live, but to export she must import great 
quantities of raw materials and many fin- 
ished articles. 

The article continues: 

“It is axiomatic that the quantity 
Americans are able to sell abroad is de- 
termined as much by their customers’ 
ability to buy as it is by their own ability 
to compete with producers in other nations. 
Fears expressed that the restoration of 
British exports will create competition 
harmful to American foreign trade abroad 
ignore the necessity for building purchas- 
ing power abroad for any continuing pro- 
gram of exports... 

“Certainly the proposed loan to Great 
Britain will not alone lead to complete 
restoration of world trade. It is merely 
a step toward restoring that trade. As a 
step toward directing the future course of 
trade away from controls and restrictions 
into free competitive enterprise, it merits 
careful consideration. Rejection of the 
agreement may be a cause of limiting 
American markets and denying to Ameri- 
cans some of the benefits of an expansion 
of world trade. The south has a vital in- 
terest at stake.” 

We trust that the south and its con- 
gressional representatives will read and 
digest this Federal Reserve Bank review of 
one of the greatest pieces of legislation be- 
fore the congress.

Let Me Ask, 
‘Vas You Dere, Charlie?” 


ROME, Italy.—(By air mail.)—On the way 
to Germany, I traveled by plane and train with 
some of the men going in as supply parts in 

our educational and military government  organizatijons—all 
civilians in uniform. 

I do not want to be unjust, and assuredly my associations 
with these men were those of a week, almost all of it close associa- 
tion in plane and in a small airport billet where we were forced 
by bad weather and where we remained for two full days and 
nights. Rain and mud forced us to sit about an oil stove and 
talk, there being nothing much élse to do. Later I was to meet, 
much more briefly, others in these same fields. But my conciusion 
was that four-fifths of these men and women were persons who 
were misfits at home; who had not been able to find a place tor 
themselves; and were, perhaps for this reason, inefficient and 
had a record of instability. 

There were at least a fifth of those who were very able: who 
were drawn to the work because they felt very keenly the necessity 
of their country doing a good job in the occupation: who were, in 
many cases, taking the jobs at a sacrifice, both financial and in 


general social standards. 
As the Army was being disintegrated by the “bring- 
The Army the-boys-home”’ campaigns, the result was a loss of 
efficiency far beyond that suffered by the British and the Russians, 
who were by no means destroying their military efficiency in their 
respective occupied zones. There was obvious a great deal of the 
““What-does-it-matter?” attitude on the part of many of the officers. 
The junior officers, on whom the greater burden rested, had their 
morale and ambition wrecked by the order that they must have 18 
months’ field. service before they could be promoted, even though 
they were eligible for the promotion. They watched, in gloomy, 
but by no means inarticulate, mood the arrival of civilians, in 
uniform, who were drawing more money. 
Every ‘correspondent and observer with whom I talked was of 
the opinion that this condition was a dry rot in our whole occupation 


set-up. I think it is. 

The Fault Now, it is customary to blame “the brass’ for most 
of this, or, more vaguely, “‘Washington.” Certainly, 

I think “the brass” was_thoughtless in its orders about withholding 

due promotion for junior officers, but this is but a small share 

of the guilt. 

You have to hunt up a word greatly beloved by sogiologists and 
psychologists to explain it, and to arrive at the fact the guilt, like 
that of Pearl Harbor and general unpreparedness for war or the 
occupational necessities of peace, is a national guilt. 

The Latin word “mores” means, of course, “custom, manner, 
tradition, in the accustomed way’’—and so on. As, for instance. 
“Anglico mores” would mean, “in the English, or British, manner.” 

It is an American ‘‘mores” that we do not care for special govern- 
ment service. We are very smug about nodding affirming heads 
when someone comes back from the occupation zone and reports 
that too many of our persons on the jobs were more or less failures 
at home. We nod smugly and say, ‘‘That’s bureaucracy for you.” 
Or we say, “That's typical of government.” 

Our “mores” is, “Let George do it.” If too many of our civilians 
in the judicial and educational work are lawyers and educators 
who were not very good at home, it cannot be said the government 
deliberately sought them. 

The plain facts are that the really good ones did not care to 
make the very real sacrifice of giving up a good position and 
jeopardizing a return to it by going off on a vital occupational 
job in Germany for two years. Not many good lawyers and not 
many good teachers were willing—although some few, to their 
credit, were and are willing. 

It is an American “mores” that we, as a people, “want to go 
home.” 

The British, for example, have an entirely different ‘“‘mores.”. To 
be sure, there are those who “want to go home.” But through the 
centuries the British were able to build a colonial empire because 
a great many of their best minds and trained civil servants were 
willing to go to far-flung spots in the empire and make their 
careers there—-raise a family and perhaps stay there for two or 
even three generations. 

So, it is intellectually dishonest to point a finger of criticism at 
our failures unless our own best minds and professionally trained 
men and women are wililing to go into foreign service for at least 
two years of emergency occupation. 

What disturbs me is the state of mind which has these very men 
and women doing most of the pointing and.most of the criticising. 

In the words of a former radio “gag,” happily no longer on the 
air, ““‘Vas you-dere, Charlie?”

synthetic Gasoline 
Said Coming Soon 


Being ever interested in developments in 
motor transport, an article in the March issue 
of the Reader’s Digest attracted attention on two 

grounds. 

First, it states that a three-billion-dollar network of new 
highways, including express streets in cities, is promised for the 
near future. Second, likewise not far off, it tells of synthetic 
gasoline made from natural gas which will, in quality, rank with 
premium fuels we now buy, and will sell at a price low enough to 
compete with gasoline from petroleum. 

We of Atlanta have been planning and discussing and promising 
a postwar development for this city which is to include through, 
elevated highways across the heart of the city. According to the 
Digest article, Atlanta is not the only city with such ideas. In fact, 
most of them are/planning along similar lines. 

The article makes one comment with which we agree in full. 
That is that the average motorist, approaching a strange city. does 
not want to go around it. He wants to enter the city, look at it, 
and see its heart. That's always been our desire and we feel must 
folks react about as we do. 

Furthermore, the article states that 50 per cent of automobile 
mileage in this country is amassed within city limits. Also that 
motor tourists almost always start from some city and end at the 
same place. Hence the unwisdom of detouring traffic around a city. 
What is needed is elevated highways to regice traffic signals and 
to speed through traffic, but not to divert traffic away from tne 
city proper. 

One other encouraging note: 

The article predicts an increase in cars in operation to 45 or 50 
million within the next 20 years. This compares with 32 million 
in 1941. The happy note is sounded, however, when the author of 
the article says a proportional increase in accidents is not expected. 
Why? New roads will be built for safety, far more than our present- 
day roads. In fact, a reduction in accidents is confidently anticipated.

However, in Germany the synthetic gaso- 
line was made from coal, was “ludicrously expensive’ and had too 
low an octane rating to run modern automobile engines. Keith, 
though, has perfected a process which produces the new gasoline 
with qualities as stated above, Several oil companies are financing 
a $15,000,000 commercial plant, already under construction, which 
will produce 5,000 barrels of the synthetic gasoline and 1,000 barrels 
of Diesel oil a day. There will be by-products, too, including a daily 
output of 200,000 pounds of alcohol. 

After everything -possible has been said for the synthetic gas, 
however, the big factor involved is the possibility that we may, 
some day, exhaust our petroleum resources. We have more natural 
gas than petroleum and there is no prospect of exhausting it. Or 
very. little. 

Even though we should approach the end natural gas 
supplies, many years hence, we could turn to coal as a source for 
gasoline. And if our coal supplies grow scantier, there are innumer- 
able other sources for the synthetic gasoline. It can be made, in 


fact, from anything which provides carbon, 
Reverting to the highway angle of the 


300 Cars Per Day discussion, the authors of this article 


declare it would be fantastic extravagance to spend highways funds 
on “super-duper cross-country turnpikes.” There they quote the 
federal commissioner of public roads. 

Surveys on cross-country travel have been made. They show 
only 300 cars per day crossing the country on coast-to-coast trips. 
It would be extravagant to spend the greater part of our funds 
on highways for the benefit of a mere 300 cars per diem. 

The thing to do, evidently, is to spend the money available where 
the main highways approach cities, on city connecting links and on 
the feeder roads that link the farms with their markets. 

Which brings us right back to the Harold Martin campaign to 
lift the county roads of Georgia out of the mud. 

Personally, while I have enjoyed riding on the finest of super- 
duper express highways, I would be far better satisfied if our road 
building authorities worked to make every place, every home in the 
land, easily accessible, on a reasonably good road, before going to 
work on the marvel express highways which, while good, are far 
less essential. 

Maybe, when we get all the new cars for which we hanker, we’l! 
be able to go anywhere, under any weather conditions, and without 
any fears of ever creating a shortage in gasoline.

‘Cap’ Krug Was 
The Logical Choice 


WASHINGTON.—President Truman’s selec 

tion of Julius A. Krug, former War Production 

Board head, as secretary of Interior to succeed 

Harold L. Ickes, is generally hailed as another excellent appoint- 
ment that tends to offset some of the weaker ones made previously. 

Some of the western senators have expressed disappointment 
that Mr. Truman did not go west of the Mississippi to fill the va- 
cancy, but beyond that little or no criticism has been heard of the 
appointment. 

At 38 Mr. Krug will be the youngest member of the cabinet, 
He will also be the tallest (six-foot-three) and the heaviest (230 
by his own estimate, but closer to 250, according to his best friends). 

By contrast, Mr. Ickes, whom he replaces, was 72, the eldest of 
them all. This distinction now passes to Secretary of State Byrnes, 
who is 67. The others taper off with varying ages from Secretary 
of Commerce Wallace, at 57, to Secretary of the Treasury Vinson, 
96, and Secretary of War Patterson. 55. 

But Mr. Krug will bring something more than youth to the 
cabinet. A government career man, he has a record of publie 
service that js par excellent. As chairman of the War Production 
Board during the final period of the war, he was credited by Presi- 
dent Truman, at the time of his retirement from that assignment, 
with “an epic achievement in industrial production” that was 
“little short of miraculous.” 

Prior to that he had come to be recognized as one of the coun. 
try’s leading authorities in the field of public power development 
and distribution. It was his reputation in this respect, gained from 
his services with the Tennessee Valley Authority, that first brought 
him into the government at Washington only a few years ago. 

The youthful Mr. Krug must be a man of some parts for after 
leaving the War Production Board he was offered a salary of 
$75,000 a year with the motion picture industry. He refused the 
offer on two grounds. First, that he did not know anything about 
the cinema business, and, second, that it would look too much like 
exploiting his government service for him to accept such a salary 
merely to represent some industry. : 

Instead he went out on his own, proceeding to build up his own 
business as an industrial consultant. Reports have it that he was 
doing very well at it until called back into the government service 
by President Truman. 


- Another thing that tends to make the Krug ap- 
Nonpartisan pointment a ‘ouad one is that he apparently has 
no fixed partisan affiliation. A native of Wisconsin, he was regis- 
tered as a Democrat while connected with TVA in Tennessee. But 
since then he had not identified himself particularly with either 
major party. | 

Judging from his background, there can be little doubt of his 
ability to give the vast Interior Department a sound executive ad- 
ministration. Some of the problems he tackled as war production 
chief make his new assignment seem small in comparison. 

Most of the newspapermen who had personal dealings with him 
during the war swear by him. He was available always at any 
hour of the night to explain any problem that arose with a bearing 
em the public interest 

Rv his intimates he is known as “Cap” or “Cappy,’.a name he 
acquired in youth, the origin of which is in dispute. One version 
is that the family doctor took a look at him at the time he was 
born and, finding him such a big baby, decided then and there 
that he would grow up to be a Captain Kidd, or a man of his 
proportions. In any event, the name stuck and he has been known 
ever since as “Cap” or “Cappy.” It denotes a jovial attitude that 
easily makes friends. 


There are reasons to believe that Mr. Truman first 
offered the Interior post to Associate Justice Douglas, 
of the supreme court. Chief Justice Stone is reported to have per- 
suaded him not to accept, however, being opposed to further bor- 
rowing of justices for government assignments. 

The President then, as the story goes, turned to a number of 
others who had been suggested, only in the end to pull a name out 
of the hat that no one had suspected. Mr. Krug’s appointment came 
as a complete surprise. 

When he fifst came to Washington to attach himself to the 
WPB as power chief, Mr. Krug is reported to have had a number 
of clashes with Mr. Ickes, whose department had jurisdiction over 
a number of the bigger government power projects like Bonne- 
ville and Boulder dam. President Roosevelt decided the controversy 
is said. 

For this reason some commentators profess to see where Mr. 
Truman may have hit on the Wisconsin man deliberately as an 
affront to Mr. Ickes. But there does not seem to be substantial basis 
for this. 

The Krug record of service is so outstanding that it is easy to see 
where he was a logical choice from the beginning.

Must Not Forget Human Rights 


In the debate on refugees which took place at the recent London 
UNO conference in connection with Yugoslavia’s proposal that no 
more assistance should be granted to displaced persons after four 
months’ time if they refused to return to their native lands, 1 was 
particularly impressed by a speech made by the Belgian delegate. 


He took up the thorny probiem which the delegate from Yugo- 
slavia and the delegate from Poland had brought out—namely, 
that there are a great many categories of refugees. Among politi- 
cal refugees one may find, besides war criminals and outright 
traitors to their country, groups of men who love their country 


but are opposed to its present form of government. 


The Belgian 


delegate cited the fact that the Socialists and Communists in his 
country were as far from the right wing as it was possible to be, 
and yet you could belong to the right wing and still love your 
country. However, if you were a refugee, you might not want to 
return to it under its present regime. 

He made the point that governments change, but countries 
remain—that it has taken centuries to build up the right of a man 
to asylum if he left his country for religious or political reasons. 
He emphasized that we must not forget human rights and the rights 


of the individual. 


Of all the speeches that had been made on the question, it 
seemed to me that his was the first one that said something really 


new which required our attention.

camps is pure propaganda. I hope there is no one left in our own

What To Do 
In Month of March 


Your county agent says: March is the best 
time to plant permanent pastures in north Georgia 
and that the seed bed should be prepared so the 

top soil will remain on the surface rather than plowed, so that the sub- 
soil will form the seed bed. The soil should be firmed around the seed. 
The things that contribute most to large cotton yields per acre are 
selection of good cotton land, good preparation, liberal fertilization, 
thick spacing (three to three and one-half-foot rows, six to eight inches 
in the drill, two to three plants to 


the hill, or 25,000 to 30,000 plants 


should come from sulphate of am- 
monia. Mulch blueberry plants 
with sawdust or other material. 
During the first growing season, 
fertilize blackberries with about 
300 pounds of 6-8-6, per acre, 
March 1. During the first grow- 
ing season, muscadine grapes 
should be fertilized with one-half 
pound of 6-6-6.

One and Only Hagen 


A couple of years ago in Detroit 
Walter Hagen, who was staying at 


the Detroit Athletic Club, was summoned downstairs to engage 
some visitors in a few games of billiards, an indoor sport at which 
he excels in much the same manner he used to top the pros in golf. 
During the friendly sessions he recalled playing in the Masters’ 
golf tournament at Augusta when he was on his 

way out of big-time competition. We had not 

recalled the story until just the other day when 

Grantland Rice passed it along among his 


memoirs. 


The Haig had done the rounds in Augusta 
and when he reached his hotel the warm Geor- 


gia sun was well above the trees. 


Hagen had 


only two hours to make the first tee, the start 
being at 9. He told Rice to meet him at the 
first tee and he would show him the true secret 

of golf. Rice carries on from here 
“I met Walter on the first tee at 9 a. m., 
wondering how either of us could even walk 
nine holes. On the first tee he sliced far into the woods, played a 
safety shot 100 yards to the left, pitched to the green and holed his 
putt. A par. On the second 500-yard hole he topped his drive, topped 
his brassie second, hooked his third, pitched to the green and got 
his par 5. On the third hole he missed his drive and second badly, 
but still got his par 4. On the 190-yard fourth hole he planted a 
two iron into the sand, well buried, exploded two feet from the 


cup and got his par 3. 


“I left him here. He had missed eight shots on four holes 


and still had four pars. 


I caught him after the ninth. 


“‘T was out in 36’, he said, ‘but I did better after you left. 
I only missed eight more shots on the last five holes.’ 

“He had missed 16 shots of one sort or another on the first 
nine holes, but he still had a 36, even par. Later on I asked 


him how he did it. 


“In the first place,’ he said, ‘don’t ever let any missed 


shot bother you. 


“In the second place, study your hole and don’t ever make 
a mistake on the wrong side of the course. Pick the easier 
side to blow one—where you have a recovery left. 

“In the third place, don’t try any impossible shots. Play 


for safety and then gamble on a pitch and a putt. 


Once I 


missed 17 shots in a North and South Open at Pinehurst, but 
I finished with a 70, and finally won. 

“‘Refore every round I make up my mind that I am going 
to miss from seven to ten shots. I nearly always do. So a 
missed shot means nothing, if I've missed it on the right side. 
I never think about the shot I’ve missed. I only think about 
the next shot I have to play. And I don’t believe in miracles. 
I'd rather gamble on the safety shot—then the pitch and 


the putt.’”
